PERTH, Ontario, Sept. 28,—George Bruce 
Mitchell, a hardware merchant of St. Louis, 
0., arrived hereon the midnight train on 
Monday night to visit his parents. He got off

when his dead body 
Was found lying -in a ditch along- 
Bide the railway tracks some distance 
from the station witha terrible gash in the 
back of the head anda cut about two inches 
jong onthe upper part of the forehead. On

his person were found his watch and $6, 
but no letters or papers of any kind. 
As Mr. Mitchell was inthe habitof carrying 
papers and, comparatively large sums of 
money when traveling,.the case is supposed 
to be one of murder to cover up robbery. Mr. 
Mitchell leaves a wife and twochildren in 
SY Louis. 


Mr. Mitchell wasa member of thefirm of 
Quernheim & Mitchell, the hardware deual- 
ersut No. 407 North Fourth street. His 
brother, James A. Mitchell, is 
with the Shapleigh Hardware Co., 
and his brother-in-law, 
has a saloon and restaurant which isthe re- 
sort of business men, on Locust street. Mr. 
Mitchell was 48 years old, a Mason, and one 
of the best known business men down town, 
as he was very sociable, both in his 
home and mercantile life. The 
standing .of the firm is high, 
and Mr. Mitchell’s stock wus paying him 
good dividends. Until lately he lived in a 
prettily furnished house, No. 2830 Gamble 
street, with his wife and two children, one a 
8-year-old boy flamed George Ritter 
Bruce, and. the i other a nursing 
girl, who had been called 
Florence Laura. In the house on the corner 
of Ewing avenue and Gamble lived Mrs. 
Mitchell’s mother, a widow in very good cir- 
cumstances. She ig now building a large

emely fond of Mrs. Mitchell and the chil- 
Uren, and spent much of her time in their 
ouse. The Gomestic life of the couple was 
very pleasant, andthe only disagreement— 
of the most trifilng kind—was on the question 
of religion. Mrs. Mitchell wasa member of 
St. Bridget’s Church, and aconstant attend- 
ant there, while her husband was not a 
church member. 
LOSING HIS MIND. 

Mr. Mitchell was a stout, healthy man, 
weighing about 190 pounds,and 6 feet 9 inches 
tall, and he worked hard at his business 
till some months ago, when his 
associates noticed that he was 
losing his grip, forgetting things tbat 
should have been remembered and doing 
things without any reason. At home they 
thought he was overworked and worried, 
Nevertheless, as his aberations became 
more marked, it was thought best to 
have him placed under treatment, and Dr, 
William H. Kier was calledin. Dr. Kier told 
Ritter that symptoms of §soften- 
ing of the brain were developing 
in his brother-in-law,.and advised that 

should watch him closely.

THE WIDOW’S STORY. 

Mrs. Mitchell was in her mother’s house 
this morning when a reporter called on her. 
She came down, her eyes swoilen with weep- 
ing. She is barely 25 years old, of light 
complexion, with pleasant gray eyes and a fig- 
ure whose round Curves were accentuated by 
the loose morning wrapper she wore. The 
parior into which she invited the caller was 
Dandsomely furnished, Bronzes stood in the 
corners and pictures hung on the walls. 

**It was aterribie stroke to us all, as you 
may imagine, when we heard the news,’’ 
said she, ‘‘and I’m sure I don’t Know wkat 
tothink of it all. George was well and in 
the bestof health whenI went out tothe 
hospital last week tosee him. He was get- 
ting welland seemed tohave recovered all 
his hope and self-confidence. He 
talked about that . attempt oon his 
life, and he seemed dreadfully sorry and said 
he couldn’t imagine why he did it, only some- 
thing told him todo it. The day it happened 
Iwentup tothe room expecting to find him 
inbed. HWewas gone and I called mother 
and we hunted all over the house 
till we found him in the laundry. After that 
we broke up housekeeping, and I came here. ’’ 

**Was he drinking at all then?’’ 

**I don’t know, but I think not,’’ said Mrs. 
Mitchell. ‘‘If he was I didn’t know it.’’ 

A LETTER FROM THE DEAD. 

The door bell rang and Mrs. Mitchell an- 
swered the ring. She was gone some time, 
and when she returned there were fresh 
tearsin hereyes. Inher hand was a letter. 
**This isa letter I’ve just got from him,’’ the 
widow sald, with difficulty ee her 
voice which in spite of her self-control broke 
now andthen. ‘See, itis dated Sunday, at 
Toronto.’’ 

Then she read snatches of the letter. ‘* ‘You 
will see from this where I am, and am 
sorry forit. Iam feeling very nervous, but 
I suppose I will wet over it.’ 

‘* *T will go to Perth to-night. Thetrip has 
been an awful strain on me.’ 

‘*What do you understand by the expres- 
sion of regret for stopping at Toronto?’’ 

‘*Well, I suppose he knew she ought to 
have gone on to Perth instead of stopping 
at Toronto. He was drinking when he 
left here, I think, and I ‘suppose that 
was the cause of his nervousness. We went 
to Perth together last summer. We left 
Toronto at9 o’clock one night and got to 
Perth the next morning between 3 and 4 
o’clock. If George had left To- 
ronto that Sunday night, as this 
letter says; he would have got to Pesth the 
next morning, but heseems to have got there 
only Tuesday. It’s certainly «very strange. 
I don’t believe that he could have done this 
hingself, but we are going ourselves 
to-night to find out. We thought it 
best to see hig parents and explain every- 
thing tothem. They are old people and we 
have not told them of what has happened to 
George in the last few months.,’’

Fall River Operatives Watching the Cloth 
Market. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Sept. 28.—The present 
qniet cloth marketis being watched closely 
by operatives, more particularly by mem- 
bers of the Spinners’ Association. Should an 
advence take place onthe present quotation 
(8% cents), there is no doubt that the two lo- 
cal textile unions will makea demand for an 
increase in wages. Several complaints which 
have been made public lately are evidences 
of unrest among the workers andthe coming 


meeting ofthe National Union of Spinners 
is looked forward to with much interest. 
It is proposed that this meeting urge all 
unions in  S8tates outside of Massa- 
chusettsto take immediate action toward 
lessening the hours and make the conditions 
equalto those in the New Engiand States. 
The voluntary advance granted to manufac.- 
turers when the fifty-elght-hour law went 
into effect served to make the spinners con- 
tented for the time being, but since manv ex. 
traordinary dividends of the past few weexs 
have been published alloperatives have com- 
menced to feelthatthey should share more 
ofthe profits. Many members of the Spin- 
ners’ Union have urged cummitteemeén to 
take some  aotion, but by 
vice of Secretary Howard and others they 
have refrained from stirring up outside agi- 
tation until the 3&le cent limit is 
passed. If New Bedford and Lowell spinners 
could be induced totake the initiative in de- 
inanding the increase they would be ma- 
terially assisted financially by the _ local 
union in addition to such counsel as the local 
spinners could give. The weavers bave been 
restiesssome time. They will be glad ofan 
opportunity made by the spinners to again 
resent their unanswered claims to the 
fanufacturers’ Association... Unlike the 
spinners, the weavers are not thoroughly or- 
ganized and have only about $6,000 in their 
treasury, andthe attempted enforcement of 
their demands would probably result in 
breaking up their infantile union. 


THE FIGHT STILL ON. 

CEDAR RAPIDS, Io., Sept. 28.—The officials 
of the Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern 
Railway have not repliel to the request of 
the Committee of Trainmen who asked that 
the dispute with the operators be arbitrated, 
and there is very little change in the situa- 
tion. A report was circulated that the 
strikers had given up the fight. This Chief 
Ramsey pronounces untrue, saying the road 
sent the report out with the hope of induc- 
ing new men to take the vacant positions. 
Ramsey declares that this isto be afighttoa 
finish, that their forces are well organized, 
andthat they are making a winning fight. 
‘*The road is not handling its business, nor 
are freight trains running regularly,’’ con- 
tinued Ramsey. ‘‘I have been patrolling 
every division of the line and know the situ- 
ation exactly.’’ At the general offices it was 
stated thatthe road was getting in better 
condition every day, and there seems to be 
no disposition to recede from the position 
originally taken. 


WENT TO WORK. 
HORNELLSVILLE, N. Y., Sept. 28.—The strik- 
ing Italian sewer laborers went to work this 
morning and the trouble is over. The Italian 
Consul from New York arrived yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and, after a conference with the 
Sewer Commissioners, advised the men to 


accept the terms offered by the city and re- 
turn to work. The $8,000 back pay owing to 
the Italians will come out of the $22,000 bond 
given by Contractors Miller and McDoughall 
and $7,000now in the hands of the Commis- 
sioner and owing to thecontractors. The 
Commissioners have decided to complete the 
work themselves.

Grover Cleveland Goes to New York To- 
Morrow. 


CONGRATULATIONS ON HIS LETTER OF 
ACCEPTANCE POURING IN. 


AnIndianian Set Right Concerning the 
Nominese’s Views on Pensions—Secre- 
tary Elkins and His Democratic Boys— 
Various Deals On—‘‘Gideon’s Bands’’ 
Organized—Poitical Notes. 


BUZZARD’S Bay, Mass., Sept. 28.—Mr. 
Cleveland said last evening: ‘‘I shall leave 
for New York on the Fall River boat Thurs- 
day evening. I have no.idea as to whenl 
shall return to Gray Gables.’’ 

In regard to the object of his visit to the 
city, Mr. Cleveland said: ‘‘*My plans are 
very unsettled, but I shall not attend any 
meetings that I know ofnow. There is one 
thing, however, of which 1 am sure, and that 
is thatI shall not mingle in any political 
com plications.’’ 

Telegrams of congratulation upon his let- 
ter began to pourin upon Mr. Cleveland early 
this morning and continued throughout the 
day. 

Capt. D. F. Allen of Frankfort, Ind., 4 
member ofthe Indiana State Committee, is 
taking a roundabout way homeward from the 
Washington encampment. He hadsomething 
which he considered vitally important to 
say tothe sage of Gray Gables, and Lieut.- 
Gov. Sheehan evidently thought so, too, 
yesterday in New York, for he told the In- 
diana Committeeman to come right onto 
Gray Gablesandtellit to Mr. Cleveland in 
person, 

Capt. Allen walked over tothe Gables and 
was warmly greeted by Mr. Cleveland. He 
enjoyed a long talk with the ex-President, 
and expressed his satisfaction with his letter 
of acceptance, barring one small point. He 
did not like the word ‘‘actually’’ in the para- 
graph relating to pensioning soldiers. He 
went further, and requested Mr. Cleve- 
land to explain more fully his position 
toward the soldiers and to aidin bringing out 
the soldier vote furthe Democratic ticket all 
overthe land, Mr. Cleveland told him that 
he believed in pensioning every soldier who 
received so much as a scratch in the war, 
and went overthe groundin detail with the 
Indiana Committeeman. 

Capt. Allen came away highly elated with 
his call, gratified with his reception and con- 
fident that his presentation of the soldiers’ 
case would resultin great advantageto the 
party in general, and to Mr. Cleveland in 
particular. He says that he found inthe 
course of his discussion with Mr. Cleve- 
land that the latter is the friend of the sol- 
Gier, honestly and actually, but he thinks 
that the nominee is not fully aware of the 
manner in which opposition critics and ex- 
acting veterans will seek to disturb and to 
find innuendoes in his treatment of the 
pension question in his letter of ac- 
ceptance. Hesaidto Mr. Cleveland that his 
presence in New York and at the great cen- 
ters and great events of the country this fall 
would materially aid him and the party, but 
that Mr. Cleveland did not entirely agree 
with him. It isnot known here definitely 
whether Mr. Cleveland intends to remove to 
New York with his family next week, but an 
impression prevails that he may stay several 
days intothe following week. Capt. Allen 
left on a train at midday for Boston.

CHICAGO, IIl., Sept. 28.—D/M. McIntyre, an 
ex- banker of Iowa, is quote@in a local paper 
as saying that he Is in thecity for the pur- 
pose of organizing ‘*Gideon Bands.’’ It will 
be remembered that dispatches were sent 
from Washington, D,- ae some 
time since reciting — the history 
of a secret political’ organization 
called the ‘‘Gideonites.’* This order, it was 
stated, wasa branch of the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance and third party movement, and} had 
for its objéct the overthrow of the old 
parties.

Frederick Mellenburg Died Red-Handed 
With His Wife’s Blood. 


TRAGIC SEQUEL TO DOMESTIC DIFFI- 
CULTIES AT PATERSON. 


Striking Railroad Workers Steal a [Loco- 
motive—Jack the Ripper Victims in 
Berlin —Insanely Jealous—Murder Sus- 
pected—Servian Deputy Killed—For- 
gery Charged—Criminal News. 


PATTERSON, N. J., Sept. 28.—Frederick 
Meilenburg murdered his wife and wounded 
his daughter in this city yesterday and then 
committed suicide. A week ago Antonio 
Mellenburg, aged 32, sued his father, Freder- 
ick, who committed the murder yesterday, 
and his mother and Mrs, Susanna Roselle, 
one of the victims, in the district court to 
recover some money expended for repairs 
upon his parents’ house. Mrs. Roselle 
visited her parents’ house about 5 o’clock 
thisafternoon. She found her mother alone, 
but shortly afterward her father appeared. 
As soon as he entered the room he sald: 

‘‘What will the Court do with me now?’’ 
referring to his failure to pay the judgment 
obtained by his son. 

The daughter replied: 

**If you don’t raise the money by morning 
by selling the house or some other way you 
will be sold out.’’ 

This enraged him. He seized his daughter 
by the throat and, pinning her against the 
door, beat her with 'a strap. When the 
mother interfered he released the daughter 
and struck the mother on the head, knocking 
her down. Before she could rise Mellenburg 
pulled a‘pistol from his pocket and shot his 
daughter. Mellenburg then shot his wife 
through the head. He then shot himself in 
the left temple, and with blood 
streaming from the wound ran down 
the step, falling dead at the foot 
ofthe steps. Mrs. Mellenburg, who was par- 
tially undressed, staggered to the stoop after 
her husband. She’ sat there five minutes 
vomiting blood, and then fell over her hus- 
band’s body dead. The daughter will re- 
cover. i 

Mrs. Roselle’s son Frederick, who is 15, told 
the police that he saw his uncle Antonio give 
his grandfather a pistol, telling him at the 
same time to useit if he hadto. Antonio 
will be arrested. The boy identified the 
pistol. | 

Fourteen years ago theelder Mellenburg 
was sent to prison for trying to burn his 
home, Five years later he tried tocommit 
suicide by cutting his throat. He was 74 years 
old and his wife 76. . 


STOLE AN ENGINE. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 28.—Edward Burns, 
one of the Lake Shore switchmen who went 
out on a strike in August, is in jail. Heand 
acompanion jumped on the engine in the 
Lake Shore yard and ordered Engineer Rufus 
Spencer off. He refused to leave the throttle 
and they threw him from the cab. Then the 
started theengine, An Operator ina switc 
tower telephoned t0Oa& police station near the 
yards and four officers, with the yardmaster, 
jumpeda ‘‘pony’’ engine and started after 
the stolen locomotive, All business in the 
big yards was suspended for fear of accident. 
Both engines flew along at full speed 
and the **pony,’’ belng the 
lighter, gained on the lumbering 
freight rapidly. Burns and his companions 
stuck tothe engine until they saw they coula 
not escape, and stopping they jumped and 
started onarun across the flelds with the 
police in pursuit. After a run of over a mile 
burns was arrested. His companion escaped. 
Since the strike was declared off Burns has 
made several ineffectual efforts to regain his 
position. 

SUSPECTED OF MURDER. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 28.—Clarence Almy 
was arrested here on a charge of false pre- 
tense. On his person was a newspaper clip- 
ping containing an account of the murder 
of Hannah Robinson at Edgewood, L. I., 
on Aug. 3, 1890. Folded in the clipping wasa 
lock of a woman’s hair. This has been com- 
pared with hair taken from the head of the 
murdered woman, and unhesitatingly pro- 
nounced by expertsto bethe same. A dlary 
which the prisoner in 1890 made has the 
leaves torn out after Aug, 1. Moreover, it 
has been learned that he was in Edgewood 
at the time of the murder. 

Inspector Speers of New York is here with 
requisition papers, and will take the pris- 
oner to that city to-day. 


WAS IT JACK THE RIPPER? 

BERLIN, Sept. 28.—The dead body of a 
woman of the town has been found in a sand- 
pit near the Spandauer Bock Brewery, near 
Charlottenburg. The woman had been stran- 
gied and then mutilated in the same manner 
as the victims of Jack the Ripper. This is the 


second crime of the kind committed in Berlin 
recently. In the other case, some months 
ago, the body of afallen woman was found 
dead in a back yard : Wilhelmstrasse. This 
case has never been elearedup. No trace of 
the murderer in the/ latest has been found. 
The finding of this body has aroused the old 
apprehension that Jack the Ripper is here. 


WIFE MURDER, 

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Mrs. Annie Murphy, 
80 years old, was shot and fatally wounded 
by her husband at their home this morning. 
Mrs, Murphy arose to prepare breakfast for 


her two children and found that she did not 
have enough food in the house. She went 
into the bedroom where her husband lay tn 
bed and asked for money. He drew a pistol 
from beneath tthe plilow and shot her in the 
abdomen. She was only ten feet away from 
him. She sank tothe floor screaming. The 
noise attracted the neighbors and Murphy 
was arrested before he could make his 
escape. 


ROBBED AND BURNED. 
CALIFORNIA, Mo., Sept. 27.—Tne general 
store of J. F. Tising, at High Point, 
twelve miles south, was discovered 
to be on fire at4o’clock yesterday morn- 


ing and was consumed entirely. The safe, 
when examined, was found to be open and 
empty and there were evidences ofits having 
been blown open. It is supposed the store 
was robbed and then get on fire. The loss is 
estimated at $12,000, a considerable amount 
of money being obtained by the thieves. 
Sheriff Hale and a posse are out endeavoring 
to secure the robbers and incendiaries,

HAS GIVEN UP TRYING. 


®. J. McNally Ends Hie Efferts to Bring 


Lee Norman to Trial. 
Mr. J. J. McNally, the gentleman who came 


@ll the way from Virginia last week to prose- 


tute Robert Lee Norman for a theft commit- 
fed three years ago last March, started home 
Again last night, satisfied that the Criminal 
Court would never reopen the case. A com- 
Siete statement of Mr. McNally’s experience 
With Four Courts officials, as represented by 
himself, was published in last Sunday’s Post- 
DIsPaTcH. He claimed that while he was 
rooming on March 12, 1889, over Capelli’s sa- 
Joon, on Fourteenth and Chestnut streets, 
his room wasentered by Robert Lee Norman, 
the landlady’s son, and $1,434.50 taken from 
his trunk; that he had Norman arrested on a 
warrant for grand larceny ; that the case was 
continued five times in the Court of Criminal 
Correction before the case was heard, the in- 
tention being to wear out the witnesses for 
the State; that, although the court held him 
for the Grand-jury, his bond was made 
ridiculously low, only $800, that after he bad

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COTTON PRODUCTION. 


Acreage and Output in Six States Sum- 
marized. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 28.—The Census 
Bureau has issued a bulletin on cotton pro- 
duction in the States of Texas, Missouri, Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky and Kansas and Oklahoma 
Territory for the year ending May 31, 1890. It 
is shown that in Texas the total area devoted 
to cotton In 1889-90 was 3,932,775 acres and the 
production of 1,470,353 bales as compared with 
a cultivated area of 2,178,435 acres, and a pro- 
duction of 805,284 Daies in 1879-80. There was 
therefore an increase of 1,764,420 @cres or 80.53 


percentin the area cultivated and of 665,069 
bales or 82.59 per cent inthe number of acres 
produced, 

In Missouri the totalarea devotedto the 
cultivation of cotton in 1889-90 was 54,886 
acres and the production 14,461 bales as com- 
pared with acultivated area of 32,116 acres 
anda production of 20,418 bales in 1879-80. 
Therefore there was an increase of 23,700 
acres or 70.90 per centin the area cultivated 
and a decrease of 5,857 bales or 28.83 per cent 
in the number of bales produced. 

In Virginia the total area of 1889-90 was 39, - 
2igacres and the production 5,375 balesas 
compared with a cultivated areq of 45,040 
— and a production of 19,59 bales in 
1879 80, 

‘Lhis shows a decrease of 5,827 acres or 12.94 
per centin the area cultivated, and of 14,220 
bales or 73.57 per cent in the number of bales 
produced. 

In Kentucky there were sixteen counties 
from which cotton was reported inthe year 
1889-90, against thirty-seven counttes in 
1879-80. The totalarea devoted to the cultt- 
vation of cotton In this State in 1839.90 was 
2,629 acres and the production 873 bales, as 
compared with a cultivated area of 2,667 
acres and a production of 1,367 bales In 1879-80, 
which is a decrease of thirty-eight acres or 
1.42 per cent in the area cultivated and of 494 
bales or 36,14 per cent in the number of bales 
produced, 

In Kansas the total area devoted to cotton 
was 731 acres, producing 212 bales, No report 
was made of cotton in Kansas in the census 
reports of 1889. The 1,109 acresof cotton in 
Oklahoma produced in 1890 4:5 bales, This

Tho Resolutions to Oust Him Fail of 


Passage, 
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COUNCILMAN SLOAN GOES BACK ON AN 
ALLEGED AGREEMENT. 


Councilmen Anderson and Arnstein Ex- 
plain Why the Attempt at Impeach- 
ment Was Made and Why It Failed— 
Councilman Sloan Explains Why He 
Refused to ‘Vote for Impeachment— 
Secretary Jim Brennan Talks—Mayor 
Noonan Still Missing. 


When the City Council was called to order 
last night by President Walbridge for its first 
- Meeting since the adjournment forthe sum- 
meron Aug, 9, its proceedings were exceed- 
ingly dull until resolutions were called for. 
Councilman W. T. Anderson submitted the 
following: 


‘Whereas, Edward A. Nodnan, Mayorof the City 
of St. Louis, has refused and willfully failed and 
neglected to perform certain duties of his office en- 

ned upon him by law and ordinauce; and 

Whereas, The said Edward A. Noonan, Mayor of 
the City of St. Louis, has in the discharge of his 
Official duties been guilty of fraud, extortion, op- 

ession, favoritism, partiality, willful wrong and 
ustice; therefore, be it

hat said committee appointed to pre- 
fer said charges be and the same is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to super a competent attor- 
hey to aid in the formulation of said charges, and to 
conduct the prosecution during the trial of saia Kd- 
ward A. Noonan, Mayor of the City of St. Louis, 
thereon before the Council as provided by the 
Charter and ordinanoe oi said city, 

When this startling document was read, 
there was present in the Council Chamber 
every member except Councilman Cullinane, 
The reading precipitated a scene of consider- 
able excitement accompanied by much 
heated argument. 

Mr. Sloan moved that the second ‘‘where- 
as’’ be stricken out, because it contained 
charges and was superfluous. Mr. Arn- 
stein, who had been consulted in the 
Gdrawing-up of the resolution, saia that 
no charges were made but that the clause re- 
ferred only to published stories and was in 
' the exact language ofthe city charter, pro- 
vided for such cases. Mr. Horton agreed 
with Mr. Sloan, Mr. Flesh thought the Coun- 
cil was making a big mistake inthe whole 
thing. Mr. Sloan belieVed that the Council 
should leave such an investigation alone. 
Mr. Anderson said his resolution was nota po- 
litical one, but forthe best interests of the 
city. Mr. Bensieck called it an ‘‘eleventh 
-. hour’’ document, and delivered an amusing 
Speech on the Mayor’s right to get drunk 
when he pleased, ‘*because,’’ Mr. Bensieck 
said, ‘‘itis a disease with him.’’ He got 

wnout of hotels and saloons, when on 
ese sprees, but that was his own business. 

Mr. Bensieck accordingly moved that the 
Anderson resolution be laid on the table. 
Mr. James seconded, and the motion was 
lost, with Bensieck, James, Hoolan and 
Flesh voting in the affirmative. , 

‘Then the arguments, pro and con, contin- 
ued. Mr. Cole understood thatthe resoiln- 
tion simply meant an investigation of news- 
paper charges against the Mayor. Mr. James 
thought the quickest way to get rid of the 
Mayor wastoleave him alone,as his term 
had only six months to run. Mr. 
Arnstein urged the Council to do its 
duty. Mr. Wehner said he would 
vote for the resolution simply to show that 
he was not afraid to.have any city official 
investigated. ‘‘The investigations we have 
conducted hitherto,’’ Mr. Wehner frankly 
stated, ‘*‘were simply farces.’’ Mr. Sloan 
said once during the discussion that if the 
second ‘‘whereas’’ in the Anderson resolu- 
tion were stricken out, he would vote for the 
investigations Consequently when he moved 
that the second ‘‘whereas’’ be stricken out, 
the ‘‘whereas’’ went glimmering according- 
ly. hen Mr. Sloan said that he would like 
Jnorg time to consider such @ grave step and 
moved that further consideration of the 
fbject be postponed until the next meeting. 

he motion was lost. Then when the resolu- 

on was finally brought toa vote Mr. Sloan 
voted against itand the resolution was lost 
Dy a vote of 6 to 6, as follows: 
we HE VOTE. 

Ayes—Anderson, Arnstein, Cole, Horton, 
Meierand Walbridge. Nays—Fliesh, Hoolan, 
James, Sloan, Wehner and Bensieck. 

Messrs. Flesh, James and Sloan then de- 
fended their vote, the first claiming that the 
time was too short for such an investigation, 
the second thatit would be too expensive, 
the third that too much was embodied in the 
last part of the resolution. Amidst these 
**explanations’’ the Anderson impeachment 
resolution died, stabbed in the back by Mr. 
Sloan, as its author and its collaborateur 
believe. 

Col. Ed Butler, in the lobby, said that its 
adoption would have caused the biggest boom 
for Noonan that could have possibly been 
given, as noneof its charges except that 
Noonan got drunk and stayed away from his 
office could have been proven.

resent time was regarded on all sides as

**] introduced the resolution,’’ said he, 
**not from personal feeling against the 
Mayor, but to either convict him or clear him 
of the charges that have been made against 
himinthe papers. I have no proof of the 
truth of those charges, nor did make any 
charges againstthe Mayorin my resolution, 
The second ‘whereas’ was simply a copy of 
the language provided by the charter to be 
used in such cases where an investigation of 
a city official is called for. 

‘*The resolution is irrevocably killed, I be- 
lieve. It can only be reconsidered on motion 
of one who yoted against it, and Sloan is the 
only one to be looked to for a motion tore- 
consider.

LIVED IN FILTH. 

BENTON HARBOR, Mich., Sept. 28.—Excite- 
ment exists here over a rumor started ofa 
case of genuine Asiatic cholera in Royalton 
township, five miles south of St. Joseph. 
James Weed, an oid man, lived in filth and 
was taken seriously Ul. Dr, J. S. Beers pro- 
nounced the case genuine cholera and thor- 
oughly disinfected the premises. Schools 
near. there have been closed for several days. 
No other cases reported yet. 


HAMBURG FIGURES. 

HAMBURG, Sept. 28.—According to the offi- 
cial figures there were forty-nine new cases 
of cholera and thirty Ceaths in the city yes- 
terday. Compared with Monday’s figures, 
yesterday’s returns show a decrease of fif- 
teen new cases and an increase of seven 
deaths. According to the figures obtained 
by newspaper correspondents, the new cases 
yesterday numbered 146 and the deaths fifty- 
seven, a very material difference from the 
figures of the official returns. 

ANOTHER CASE. 

THE HAGUE, Sept. 28.—Another occupant 
of the hotel from whicha drummer suffering 
from cholera was removed Monday has been 
stricken with the dis@ase. After the discov- 
ery of the disease the occupants of the hotel 
were isolated, but the germs seem to have 
spread among them, as the man attacked to- 
day is the fourth person stopping at the hotel 
who has been stricken with the plague. 
Three cases of so-called cholerine were re- 
ported at Cherbourg yesterday. This is now 
the portof arrival from and departure for 
New York of the general tranastlantic line 
steamers, the change having been made be- 
cause of the prevalence of cholera in Havre. 
Four light cases are reported there. 


FATAL IGNORANCE, 

LONDON, Sept. 28.—Maj. Fuckeshma, the 
Japanese officer who isriding across Asia, 
describes the cholera question in Western 
Siberia. He says that except in the town 
there are few doctors; that the population is 
in utterignorance of the nature of the dis- 
ease and of the necessary precautions to be 
taken, and that nothing is done to check its 
virulence. One instance he wives is that of a 
town of 5,000 inhabitants, in which 365 cholera 
cases occurred in eighteen daysand 337 of the 
patients died. 

A royal degree has been granted to Liver- 
pool vessels with clean Dills of health free 
entry into Spanish ports. 

Placards have been posted in Cracow an- 
nouncing that there has been no case of 
cholera In that city In five days. Repcvrts 
from other places are equally favorable. 

Seventeen cases of cholera were reported 
in Charlottenburg yesterday. Inevery case 
the attacks were slight. 


AT 8ST. PETERSBURG. 

St. PETERSBURG, Sept. 28.—There were re- 
ported inthis city yesterday eighteen new 
cases of cholera, a decrease of two cases 
compared with the returns on Monday. 


There were three deaths against two on Mon.- 
day. Reports from the provinces show that 
the epidempic continues to decrease in virul- 


ce. 

The cholera is spreading in the seaport of 
Riga, province of Livonia, about 312 miles 
from St. Petersburg.

NO BALLOT ‘‘FIXERS.”’’ 

In replying to a question concerning the 
voting of negroes who cannot read, Mr. 
Henry J. Pocock, who is chief of the Re- 
publican bureau of negro registration, 
said: ‘‘Wehave not only the Republican 
judge and clerk to fix their ballots for 
them, but we have also the supervisors to 
attend to that if the voters prefer.’’ 

Mr. Pocock has either forgotten that we 
have a new ballot law modeled upon the 
Australian system of voting or his knowl- 
edge of that law is sadly in need of cory 
rection. If he will read the election stat- 
utes, applicable to cities of 5,000 inhabit- 
ants and over, he will find that the ‘‘fix- 
ing’’ of ballots by supervisors is an im- 
possibility. 

The new law is clear and strict 
method of preparing the ballot and care- 
fully preserves its secrecy and guards it 
from any form of manipulation. Under 
the. law only the sworn judges and the 
voter can touch the ballot. Ifa voter can- 
not read he must take oath to thateffect 
and then one of the judges must, at iis re- 
quest, aid him in preparing his ballot by 
reading it to him or marking it according 
to his direction. Otherwise the voter 
must prepare his ballot alone and vote 
it without consultation with another or 
leaving the poliing glace. Only one per- 
son is allowed in a voting booth at one 
time. A vote prepared in any other way 
is illegal and must be rejected by the 
judges. 

To useaslang phrase, it 
‘*pudding’’ for venal voters and corrupt 
managers if partisan supervisors could 
‘*fix’’ ballots and see that they are voted. 
The gates would be open for intimidation, 
fraud and assured bribery. The Australian 
law was framed to spoil ‘‘puddings’’ of 
that kind. it shuts out ballot ‘‘fixers’’ of 


all sorts, * 
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AN INFLUENCE CAMPAIGN. 

The Hackett circular calling for the 
names of Democrats who can be ‘‘in- 
duced’’ to vote the Republican ticket, and 
the employment of Dave Martin, the Phil- 
adelphia garbage politician, as chief ad- 
viser of the National and Campaign Com- 
mittees, disclose the Harrison plan of cam- 
paign.

Nevertheless, ‘‘fine’’ as was the work in 
Indiana, ‘‘it was not apatch to that in 
New York, where our chief implements 
were hot work, sharp trades and 
quiet bargains and a golden 
from Stephenson’s bank.’’ These are the 
words of the man who was afterwards 
President of the United States, In 
1888 Levi P. Morton raised $1,000,- 
000 in New York and Boston and 
John Wanamaker $400,000 in Philadel- 
phia, the latter admitting he did not 
know where the money went, and ‘‘did 
not want to know.’’

MAYOR AND COUNCIL. 


The Post-DIsPATOH has never counte- 
nanced for a moment the doctrine that an 
official elected by the people should not be 
removed as the law provides, when he de- 
liberately violates the law or by persistent 
drunkenness renders himself incapable of 
performing the duties of his office. 

The law which provides for the removal 
ofan unfaithful or incapable official is as 
much the act and deed of the people as the 
election of the official is. 

When the people trust a man to obey 
and enforce the law inthe office of City 
Collector, and he systematically violates 
or disregards that duty, they can fall back 
on the law pruyiding for his removal, and 
the failure of the proper authorities to re- 
move him for such offenses is simply 
another nullification of the law and of the 
popular will, 

No matter how familiar the people were 
with Mayor Noonan’s occasional sprees, 
the mere fact that they trusted him to 
‘*brace up’’ and keep sober in an office 
where he knew he would be liable to re- 
moval for getting drunk, did not and 
could not justify the Council 1n permitting 
him to make his four-year term of office 
one prolonged and riotous debauch. 

But after the Council has ignored such 
conduct on the part of the Mayor for three 
years and ahalfi, any movement to take 
cognizanee of it now is, to say the least, 
exceedingly ill-timed. With only six 
months of the Mayor’s term left, with a 
great Federal and State election only 
six weeks off, and a taction fight raging in 
the ranks of the St. Louis Democracy, 
it was a mistake to spring an impeach- 
ment of the Mayor upon a Council that not 
only did not remove Collector Ziegenhein, 
but did not even censure and rebuke him 
when he proclaimed to its members in 
open session that it was his official policy 
to disregard and nulify the laws of State 
and city in licensing saloons and collect- 
ing license taxes. 

The Council that tacitly approved and 
consented to our Republican City Collec- 
tor’s unlawful administration of his office 
acted consistently in refusing to wreck its 
‘*Push’’ combination of Republicans and 
Democrats in an effort to make an example 
of our Democratic Mayor for getting 
drunk. But for the solidity of 
that combination the Council might 
have made an example of him /years 
ago when he was too drunk to lay the 
corner-stone of the new City Hall, or 
when he made such a spectacle of himself 
at receptions of officials from other cities, 
or when Grand-jury reports showed how 
the powers of his office were abused when 
he delegated them with his engraved sig- 
nature to his Secretary. 

In other words there is not enough time 
left to the Council for doing all that it 
should have done, but has left undone, in 
the way of. removing law-breaking or in- 
capable officials, and it would neither 
look well nor work well to arraign the 
Mayor alone at this late day.

Meeting Between Mrs. White and Basante 
at the Four Qourts This Morninge— 
Mrs. White Describes Her Compan: 
ions—An Officer From Indiana Arrives 
to Get Basante—Will Be Tried Here. 


Mrs, Sarah White, who hasa dressmaking 
establishment at 1322 Washington avenue, 
visited the Four Oourts this morning and 
identified Enrico Basante, the Italian conf- 
dence Man, as a man who rented a room 
from her about the time of the Hdya rob- 
bery about ten weeks ago. She identifiea 
him positively, and Basante also recognized 
the lady and greeted her as an old acquaint- 
ance, afterwards admitting that he occupied 
her second-story front room one week ia 
Juiy. ‘‘He came tomy house with another 
foreigner,’’ said Mrs. White, ‘‘who acted as 
an interpreter for him, and wanted a room 
fora week. I was notin the habit of taking 
roomers, but he seemed to be a 
quiet, orderly gentieman and I iet 
him have a room, He cameon Thursday 
and the following Saturday I left the%ity for 
afew days, Inever once suspected that he 
was notan honest man, and when I went 
away! leftthe house in his care, I came 
back Tuesday and found everything all right. 
He didn’t take anything from me, He left 
again on Friday, after being there just 
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Enrico Basante. 
elght days. He had no baggage except a 
valise, and that was not oneof the satchels 
shown me by Mr. Desmond, While rooming 
there he was out late at night, butI didn’t 
inquire into his business. A friend stopped 
with him three nights andI told him that 
he must not keep him any Jonger as I had 
rented the room to only one person. He said 
allright, and the man didn’t come back any 
more. This friend of his was not the gentle- 
man who came with him on his first visit and 
who interpreted for him. I never saw him 
again.’’ 
DESSON AND FARRON,

The’Heyd robbery occurred on Friday, July

ELIGIOUS NEWS. 
Concerning the Bible in 
eof the Schools. — 
__ WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Sept, 28.—Arcnbishop 
‘Tache has just issued an important letter for 
the purpose of defining the practice and 
_ teaching of the Church of Rome in regard to 
allowing comment fn the public schools on 
Scripture readings. The letteris designed 
- to settle the controversy going on here, 
**Despite all that is said to_ the contrary,’’ 
says the letter, ‘‘the church issues.no oppor- 
tunity of bringing the word of Godto the 
Knowledge of the people. Its lturgy Is 
nothing but an inspired selection of texts 
admirably harmonized for ‘the ~ instruc- 


tion and edification of all. Its 
ascetic books havethe same character. A 
more giance over the encyclicals of the Popes 
and pastorals ofthe Bishops, etc., reveals 
the same desire. 4 

**The Catholic Church requires that the dif- 
ferent versions of the Bible should be ap- 
proved and authorized by it, to be con- 
sidered as the word of God and read as such. 
It forbids the usage of Bibles which have not 
such recognition. The church is the guardian 
of Holy Writ, andto accomplish its sacred 
trust it must protect the books which con- 
tain divine inspiration against falsification, 
mutilation or alteration, - 

**The Catholic Chureh, being the sole tn- 
terpreter of the Bible, forbids its interpreta- 
tion according to private judgment. 

**The Cathoric Church favors the usage of 

‘the Bible in the vernacular language, but it 
requires that such versions, even when ap- 
proved, should be provided with explanatory 
notes orcomments. The object of this rule 
ofthe church ts to help in finding out the 
true meaning of daifficalt * ‘passages 
and to preclude the danger of 
abuse and false interpretation, ‘but 
_ that does not’ mean that reading the Bible 
requires comment in every case and for ev- 
ery passage. The Catholic Church cannot 
favor religious exercises as  author- 
ized in the public schools of Manitoba. One 
reason is that the Advisory Board in prepar- 
ing such exercises has repudiated the princl- 
ples laid down by the church and accepted 
those of the Protestants. Certain passages 
of the Old and New Testament are to be read 
*without comment.’ These-two last words 
are not unintentionally set forth; they are 
used to prevent ‘religious exercises’ from 
having a Catholic character and to preserve 
their Protestant reality. This doubie is at- 
tained. On the one hand, Protestant chil- 
dren are offered an opportunity of praying 
aceording totheir faith in schools supported 
by Catholics’ as well as by Protestants’ 
money, while on the other hand Catholic 
children are banished from the public schools 
both by the generaltone of the system and 
by ‘religious exercises contrary to their 
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GERMAN CATHOLIC CONGRESS, 
NEWARK, N. J., Sept. 28.—St. Mary’s Church 
was filied with black robed priests, members 
of the German-Amefican Priester Verein and 
Gelegatesto the German Catholic Congress 
at9o’clock this morning. A solemn requiem 


mass for the deceased members ofthe con- 
gress was celebrated. At 11 o’ciock the 
priests’ society metin St, Peter’s Hall. The 
school guestion and other important matters 
were msidered. They will be laid be- 
fore the open meeting of the congress. 
The deliberations of the priests’ society 
were secret. Resolutions were prepared ad- 
vyocating the restoration of the temporal 
power of the Pope, the extension of the pa- 
rochial school system andtbe advancement 
of Catholicism among the German immi- 
grants. These resolutions will be laid before 
the public meeting in valedonia Park this 
evening. Thé Young MNen’s Catholic Society 
will meetat St. Peter’s Hall at 2o0’clock this 
afternoon and at 4o0’clock the priests’ so- 
ciety will meet for the election of officers for 
1893 and the transaction of routine business. 


A MATTER OF FAITH. 
LONDON, Sept. 28.—The proposed selection 
of Stuart Knill, Esq., Alderman for the 
Bridge- Within Ward, who is next in rotation 
as Lord Mayor of London, has aroused con- 
siderable opposition and discussion in view 
of the fact that Mr. Knill isa Roman Catholic 


and thatthe Lord Mayor is required to at- 
tend certain religious services of the Angli- 
can Churchandtohavecn Anglican chap- 
jain. In response to inguiries made of him 
by Lord Mayor Evans, Mr. Knill has written 
a letter, in which he says that In the event of 
his selection as Lord Mayor he would have 
an Anglican chaplain to perform pubiic 
duties, while his private chaplain would bea 
Catholic. Mr. Knill adds that he would not 
attend Anglican services personally, but that 
he would appoint a substitute to represent 
him at such services. Mr. Knill has gained 
much sympathy by his frank jrepiles to the 
questions asked him by Lord Mayor Evans. 


AT LOYOLA’S BIRTHPLACE. 

MADRID, Sept. 28.—The monastery at Az- 
plitia, the town inthe Province of Guipuzcoa 
near which Ignatius Loyola, founder of So- 
ciety of Jesus was born, is the scene to-day of 
a great meeting of members of that order. 
Provincials of the society from all parts 
of the world have assembled to 
elect a successor to the Iate Father 
Anderleder, the general of the 
Jesuits. It is expected that several days will 
be occupied in selecting anew head for the 
order. ‘This is the first time since the found- 
ing of the society in 1534 that the election ofa 
general, who holds office for life, has been 
held outside of Rome. The vente on this oc- 
casion was changed in order to escape the in- 
fluence of the Vatican.

E ; Recorder of Voters Passes 


Awey. 

Maj. Henry W. Williams, ex-Recorder of 
Voters, one of the oldest and most favorably 
known citizens of St. Louis, died last night at 
his late residence, No. 923 LaSalle street, 
aged 77 years, aftera lingering illness. His 


death was due to rheumatism and came only 
after much physical suffering. When Henry 
W. Williams first landed in St. Louls, away 
back in the forties, he had no military 
title. that was acquired later in his service 
forthe Southern Confederacy, his earliest 
venture in behalf orthe Lost Cause having 
been in the locai Camp Jackson affair. His 
first visit to St. Louis was froin Chicago 
with his wife for the benefit of 
her health. ‘This climate proved ben- 
eficial to her, and after going back to Chica 
go he came here again and locateal perman- 
ently in the abstract title business. In those 
days titles to real estate were examined by 
attorneys and Maj. Williams was the first 
man toinvent and make practicable the 
resent plan of issuing certificates of titles, 
is is a conventent feature of the real estate 
business which the title examiners say is not 
practiced in any other city. At t&e close of 
the war Maj. Williams came back t. Louis 
‘and again engaged in the abstract isiness, 
and gained for himself the reputation of be- 
ing the most expert examiner of real estate 
titles of any man in the city. He 
was a man of rare literary at- 
tainments and most pronounced opinions. 
Itis said he had the finest library in St. 
Louls, his collection of works on Napoleon 
being incomparably more humerous and 
better than any other in the city. His 
commission as Recorder of Voters was 
issued by Gov. John S. }iarmaduke, deceased, 
and his unswerving fidelity to the duties 
that office ¢ is well-Known 
Oliticians generally. At the close 
is brief polftical career Maj. 
Williams again engaged in the title abstract 
business, which was sold out only a short 
time since to the Union Trust Co. Mrs. Wil- 
liams, wife of the deceased, died about five 
years ago, no Children having been born of 
the union.

A BRILLIANT METEOR. 


It Was Observed by Many St. Louisans 
—Father Brennan on Meteors. 


Those who were fortunate enough to be on 
the streets at about 6:40 o’clock yesterday 
evening were treated to one of the most In- 
teresting astronomical phenomena ever 
witnessed in this city. It was the 
sudden descent of a most pecullarly-shaped 


and brilliant meteor. The magnificent 
bal) of fire was traveling from west to east, 
and at a rapidly descending angle to the 
earth. It is the general opinion of many 
witnesses that the Dilazing visitor from space 
could not have traveled very far 
after being first sighted before tit 
came in contact with the 
earth, as it soon passed beyond the range of 
vision behind intervening terrestrial objects 
and its disappearance was quickly fol- 
lowed by two sharp and very 
distinct reports as of an_ explosion. 
The tiery wanderer was variously described 
by different witnesses, but from a consensus 
of description it seemed to make its 
first appearance something 
like a huge pear two teet 
in length. Asiit proceeded on its 
rapid journey it seemed to divide into two 
distinct globular bodies connected by a thin 
ligature of fame, emitting a shower of sparks 
as the disintegration took place. 

Rev. Martin Ss, Brennan, author of a work 
on astronomy and a member of the St. Louis 
Academy of Science, was approached in re- 
gard tothe meteor. He said: 

‘‘T shall have confess that I 
did not have the leasure of see- 
ing the beautiful an erratic visitor. 
Having but recently returned from a long 
visit to kurope, Lhave been kept very busy 
on matters other than astronomy, and 
hence was not observing the heavens at the 
hour of the meteor’s coming, but In this coa- 
nection I will give you a short description of 
meteors, which may prove interesting to 
your readers. 

‘*By the best astronomers’ meteors are re- 
garded as cometary debris, that 5, 
small bodies of matter broken off 
from comets as they fly through 
space. These , pieces of matter may 
fly in any direction, according to the motion 
of the comet and the attraction of the plan- 
ets which may be in their neighborhood. The 
earth travels ata speed of about eighteen 
miles a second and the average 
speed of a meteor is abou 
tweuty-five miles a second. When 
a meteor Is first sent flying’ into space it is 
not luminous, but becomes $0 as soon as ! 
comes in contact with the atmosphere of 4 
planet. This brilliancy or. blazing effect Is 
produced by the friction of the flying 
body with the resisting air. a 
meteor meets the atmosphere of 
earth from an opposite direction its speed 0 
thirty-five miles is ght in contact 
with that of the atmosphere—eighteen 
miles.

THE DEAD LEADER. 


With Military Honors Gilmore’s Body Is 
Consigned to the Grave. 


THE CASKET COVERED WITH BEAUTIFUL 
FLORAL EMBLEMS. 


The “Dead March in Saul’’ Played During 
the Passage of the Cortege Through the 
Streets—Organizations in the Proces- 
sion—Services at St. Francis Xavier’s 
Church—The Proposed Monument. 


New York, Sept. 2.—The obsequies of 
Bandmaster Patrick Sarsfield Gilmore were 
held this morning and were of the most im- 
pressive character. As early as 8 o’clock the 
house of the late musician on West Eighty- 
sixth street was crowded with sorrowing 
friends anxious to have a last look at the 
face of the popular band leader, The 
casket, which was covered with black 
cloth while it lay in the house was 
‘literally smothered with flowers. . It was not 
opened, however, ana those who had called 
to take a last look onthe dead were disap- 
pointed. At the hour appointed for 
the funeral cortege to move the 
streets in the vicinity of the residence were 
densely packed with people and those who 
were to act asan escort from the Gilmore 
residence tothe church. Noceremony was 
held at the home of the late musician, anda 
few minutes after9o’clock the casket’ was 
borne from the ghouse. The remains were 
followed by the widow, the daughter, Miss 
Minnie Gilmore,and a number of relatives 
and friends ofthe deceased. There was a 
roll of muffled drums and many heads were 
uncovered as the sad cortege moved away to 
the strains of ‘‘The Dead March in Saul.’’ 

The pall-bearers were composed of non- 
commissioned officersof the Twenty-second 
Regiment, Thecasket was a plain black 
one, with silver trimmings.

Players Are at the Mercy of the Man- 
-agers—Demoralization in the Browns’ 
Ranks—General Sporting News. 


Jack Glasscock appeared for ¢he last time 
this season and possibly forever as a St. 
Louis Brown Stocking in yesterday’s game. 

_ The king of shortstops it will be remembered 
was notified ten days ago, that his services 
after the 27th inst., wéuld’ no longer be re- 
quired by the 8t.. Louls Club, At the time 
this “announcement was made it was not 
believed that the St. Louis magnate was 
serious in turning Jack loose, but his action 
last nightin notifying the great shortstop 
that he could pack up and return home 
whenever he desired demonstrates that he 
was not bluffing. The cause of Von der Ahe’s 
action is a mystery to everyone. Glass- 
cock’s work this season ha been of the ‘‘gilJt 
edged’* order from the start. In fact his 

- playing has been the one redeeming feature of 
the club’s miserable playing. His successor 
has been secured in the person of Frank 
Gerfins, who was a member ofthe club fora 
short while last spring. .Genins, who isa St. 
Louls boy, made his reputation as an out- 
fielder inthe Western League. Last season 
he was with the champion Sioux 
City team and his work for that club in 
the outfield attracted universal attention in 
base ball circles. Von der Ahe signed him 
last fall, but he failed to realize expectations 
withthe Browns and was released him to 
Toledo. Cincinnati signed him afterwards 
and Comiskey utilized him in the infield, 
where he made avery poorshowing. His re- 
lease, of course, followed and he has been on 
the market until secured by Von der Ahe. 

Jack’s only recourse now, if he wants to 
continue on the diamond, isto re-sign with 
the Browns at Von der Ahe’s terms, which 
is the point the President is working for, or 
get some other team to Offer enough money 
to secure his release. 

Glasscock has a two-year contract with the 
&t. Louis club at $4,000 per annum. When 
Von der Ahe cut salaries last July, Jack was 
of course included, but it had no effect on his 
‘work asa player. He isthe highest salaried 
man onthe club, and to this fact Von der 
Ahe’s action in turning him loose is attrib- 
uted. While Jack has been let go, 
and is to-day nominally on the market, 
practically Von der Ahe has as much control 
Over him asever. None of the Twelve-Club 
League clubs can sign him without the St. 

Louis President’s consent, and Glasscock is 
to-day withoutthe megnsof making his liv- 
ing asa ball player unless permitted to do so 
by Von der Ahe, 

Von der Ahe has all of his players under his 
thumb in this manner, and Kid Gleason, who 
mext to Glasscock is the highest salaried 
member of the team, will In all probability 
be given the same dose of medicine his co- 
laborer received. This shows the manner in 
which every player in the big League 
is controlled by the magnates, and 
it can be relied upon that the 
power the club presidents now possess 
will be used to an unlimited extent in cutting 

@s next season. Von der Ahe is the 
first of the League coterie that has shown his 
hand, and from present indications it ap- 
pears as ifevery ball player in the twelve- 
club League is nothing more or less thana 
bond slave. 

Yesterday’s move bythe St. Louis Presi- 
Gent will increase his fortune several hun- 
dred dollars. Glasscock’s mothly pay runs 
up in those figures and Genins, who will play 
in his place the coming month,is not going to 
receive anywhere near what the «King of 
short stops would have been 
paid. By turning Gleason 1l00se, a 
thing likely to occur before the next twenty- 
four bours are past, Chris will also save a 
mighty big pile of filthy lucre, It remains to 
be seen how far he will gointhis respect. It 
would not cause much of a surprise to see 
hin release Buckley, Crooks and Brodie De- 
fore the week is out.
